Senator Borah Sees It as

Plan to Exploit Europe at
America's Expense.

Wall street and "big business" are

behind the league of nations move-
ment, Senator Borah of Idaho chars-
led in the Senate yesterday afternoon.
He declared that the same interests
were financing the League to En-
force Peace, of which former I'resi- j
dent Taft is president.
Senator Hitchcock of Nebraska de¬

fended the covenant and the League
to Enforce Peace, saying that the
'organization was supported by peo¬
ple of every walk in life.
Senator Borah declared that before

the debate 011 thn league closed he
would show that big financial inter-
e.sts were in conciave to exploit the
natural resources of Europe and have
the I'nited Slates underwrite the in-
vestment.

Hits at Mr. Taft.
"The mask of hypocrasy will be ;

torn off." ho said, "and even the ;
sacred name of an ex-President can- j
not be used to protect the mfr-n ^\\ no'propose to sell out this country.
The Idaho senator reau from a

publication of the League to Enforce;
Peace a statement that tlirce-fourlhs

[of the contributions to that organize-
tion came from business men and
said that while the name of Kuhn,
Leoh & Co. was not among the con-
cerns mentioned, he had evidence
that it should be there. !
Reading a letter which he said had

been sent to agents of the league;
urging that telegrams and represent-
atives be sent to Washington to aid
in influencing senatorial opinion, Sen-
ator Borah said:
"Yet these, people are determined jthat there shall be no popular vote

upon this proposition while they or- j
ganize for the purpose of having cer-
tain influential gentlemen come here
to confer with senators and create a
false impression."

Mr. Hitchcock Replies.
Senator Hitchcock, democrat, Ne¬

braska, interrupted to say that the!
average subscriptions received by the
League to Enforce Peace had been
$SS and that it was composed of
6.575 members. He read a statement
which he said the league had pre¬
pared in anticipation of an attack
against it in the Senate. This state¬
ment said the largest subscription
was $35,000 and the next $5,000, while
only 132 subscriptions were for $1,000
or more.
Senator Borah, in reply, said if the

statement read by Senator Hitchcock
set forth that only two subscriptions
were for $5,000 or more, the error evi¬
dently was made intentionally by the
league, as the bulletin prepared by it
and read by him undoubtedly was cor¬
rect.
Senator Hitchcock presented a mass

of figures and many resolutions de¬
signed to show an overwhelming sen¬
timent for the league.
"Every test made anywhere to show

the state of public opinion on this
league," he asserted, "has resulted
favorably to it. Every great church
that has yet spoken on the subject
has declared for it. Organized labor
has voted overwhelmingly in its
favor. Women everywhere.rich and
poor women, old and young women.
are for It."
Senator Kenyon said he had re¬

ceived a letter declaring any one
who voted against the league "would
he boiled In oil," and another from a
priest saying "that if I voted for it
he would help hang me."
"I want to get all the information

I can," added the Iowa senator, "for
it seems to me our prospects are
very uncertain."

SAYS y. S. SAFETY
! DEMANDSLEAGUE
Senator Gerry Tells Senate
Crisis Is Greatest of Mod¬

ern Civilization.

"The league of nations contains pro¬
visions absolutely essential to the
safety of our country and the sus¬

taining of civilization," Senator Gerry
of Rhode Island yesterday told the Sen¬
ate in a speech analysing the league
covenant.
He asserted that acceptance of the

league covenant was an absolute neces¬
sity to protect American rights and pre¬
serve civilization during the reconstruc¬
tion period.
Senator Gerry has recently return¬

ed to this country from Europe, where
he observed conditions in Great Brit¬
ain and France particularly. It is
Ms conviction, he said, that the crisis
today, in the period of readjustment
following the war, Is perhaps the
greatest the world has faced, certain¬
ly the greatest that has been faced
by modren civilization.

It is no time for the United States
to stand aloof, he said, when its aid
to the utmost is needed to preserve
the equilibrium so seriously threat¬
ened.

Says XT. S. Is Not Isolated.
He denied that the t'nited States is

longer in an isolated situation so
far as Kurope and European affairs
are concerned, or that it can be iso¬
lated in the future. Washington,
whose policy of non-entangling for¬
eign alliances has been quoted by the
opponents of the league. Senator
Gerrv asserted, would have had a dif¬
ferent view of the situation had h£.
lived today.

Explains Article X.
Senator Gerry analyzed the league

covenant, article by article. When he
reached article X, which would guar¬
antee the territorial boundaries of
the members of the league, he said:
"There seems to be some misunder¬

standing in regard to the contents of
the whole of this article. It does not
guarantee the territorial integrity or
the existing political independence of
any member of the league except from
external aggression. In other words,
it would be inoperative against any
internal action, uprising or rebellion.
Danger of war under this article is
also further safeguarded by articles
11 to 17, to which I presently shall
come, and which provide, generally
speaking, for arbitration. The impor¬
tance of this article is easy to under¬
stand when one realizes that if this
league of nations had existed in 1914
it would have been notice to Germany
when she invaded Belgium and France
of the opposition that she would have
to expect There is little doubt that it
would have prevented her from in¬
itiating the conflagration.

Presents Alternatives.
After completing his analysis, Sena¬

tor Gerry said:
"The real question is whether we

believe that it is not better for the
1,'nited States to have a say in Eu¬
ropean matters and thus try to prevent
another horrible war or to keep our
hands off and wait until the world is
aflame and then endeavor to assert our
might to protect our rights. In one
case we have a hand in shaping the
destinies of mankind. In the other, in
refusing to accept responsibility, we
suffer the consequences that are likely
to come from an uncontrollable situa¬
tion in Europe.

FRANCE 10 TASKS;

Urges Ending of Old Feuds to

Bring About Internal
Peace.

POINTS TO HER WOUNDS!

PARIS. June 30.. In presenting the
text of the peace treaty to the ..hair?-
ber of deputies today Premier Clem-
enceau made a brief speech, in which }
he recalled the French national as-'

seinbly which met *t Bordeaux in
1S71. and added: "We make peace as
we made war. without weakness. In-
tcrnal peace is a necessity for exter¬
nal peace."
The center and right cheered the

premier, while the extreme socialist
left remained silent.
Contrary to his usual custom. Pre- i

mier Clemenceau read his speech, {
which required only ten minutes for;
delivery. When he had finished! there
came cries from many deputies. "It }
should be posted throughout France."
Jean Bon. socialist deputy, however.
insisted upon observation of the
regulation which permits posting to
be voted on only the flay after a i

speech is made.

"First Impulse of Our Souls."
After depositing the treaty and the

convention between France and the
United States and between France
and Great Britain on the table in the
chamber. M. Clemenceau said:
"As to the conditions of the treaty

itself and the spirit that inspired it.
1 do not desire to anticipate the dis-
cussion which must take place here.
However, at the hour when is to close
the greatest drama of history, when
we are still under the emotion of
supreme duties magnificently accom-
plished. the first impulse of our souls
should be of hope for France, as much
as for humanity.the French ideal,
the humanitarian Ideal.

Urges Attesting in Public.
"We may and we ought publicly to

attest thi» common thought under the
eyes of great ancestors, the continua¬
tion of whose patriotic work is our
pride. What joy without bounds
when from this tribune the final word
is given:
"By France and by our allies the

work for the salvation of the
world from peril Is accomplished,
on the single condition that we
remain at our posts of duty. The
old spirit of war like domination is
perhaps mastered forever. The day
has come when force and Justice, that
were redoubtably separated, must be
rejoined for the peace of peoples,
that humanity may live. That peace
we want with a will that nothing
should shake. We will make that
peace as we made war.withoul
weakness.
"Internal peace as a foundation for

external peace requires the bringing
to an end of old conflicts."
M. Clemenceau dwelt at length on

the necessity of reconciling opposing
*

interests and opinions, referred to the
trouble of 1S71, and added:
"The military revanche has come.

Even 1n defeat we had begun our
moral revanche. In victory we will
complete it. Too long have we dis¬
persed our forces in political ana
social conflicts. It is the fatality of
all peoples and of all times."
M. Clemenceau referred to the errors

of German judgment concerning!
France and Germany's preparations
to subjugate her. He pointed to the
result and said in conclusion:

"It is true that our fields have been
ravaged, our villages and towns razed.
The elite of our young manhood re¬

poses in our sacred soil, enshrouded in
glory. All our wealth ha? been sper.t
without measure: our best blood has
been shed from all our pore.-; tears
have furrowed all visages: all hearts
have tr-mbled with unspeakable hor¬
ror. But the tears, the suffering and
the blood from our wounds have lett
us better, higher, greater and more

completely French.

"France Is Alive and Strong."
"France is erect, alive and strong

in its will for justice as in the mili¬
tary virtues of its great soldiers.
"Now. every one to the task, to ac¬

complish the duties of tomorrow. In
peace, as in war, social union r«

mains the very foundation of the
country that shall not have saved
from the barbarian in order to rend it
asunder by parricide hands."
